creased after a sharp sk irmish 
between 
a combat p atrol 
of 
United States Marines and fol­ 
lowers of General 
Au gu stino 
Sandino near Cu jo, Tu esday , 
it 
was annou nced today . 
Fiv e rebels were k illed. Nine 
others were k illed in a bombing 
raid the same day near Gu ilali, 
it was annou nced p rev iou sly . 
There were no marine casu al­ 
ties and the marine p atrol su c­ 
ceeded in tak ing the town 
of 
San Albino withou t op p osition, 
it was annou nced. 
The combat p atrol came u p on 
the rebel band ju st ou tside of 
Cu jo which is not far from San 
Albino, and there was a liv ely 
engagement for a few minu tes. 
Some rebels were inju red 
bu t 
the nu mber is u nk nown. 
The p rev iou s 
annou ncement 
of a bombing raid said that m a­ 
rine p lanes 
had 
circled 
ov er 
Qu ilali and scored a direct hit 
in the rebel rank s. 
Nine dead 
were cou nted and 
there were 
three inju red. 
The air raid was made with­ 
ou t damage to the marine fly ­ 
ers. 
The one marine mishap 
in 
the p ast 6 0 hou rs was when 
the second air crash occu rred. 
The p lane came down near Es- 
teli after engine 
trou ble had 
occu rred. None of the fly ers was 
inju red. 
Also it was annou nced th at a 
sergeant and 13 members of the 
Nicaragu an gu ard had deserted 
from Commotillo and were su p ­ 
p osedly enrou te to join 
the 
Sandino forces. The 
deserters 
took a machine gu n with them. 
A small force of marines and 
gu ardsmen is p u rsu ring the de­ 
serters. 


The ju ry in the circu it cou rt 
late Wednesday afternoon 
re­ 
tu rned a v erdict finding Du dley 
Pey ton gu ilty of v iolating the li­ 
q u or law, and imp osed a fine of 
$50 and costs, and gav e him the 
limit of six months at the state 
p enal farm. 
The case against the defend­ 
ant was based on an au tomobile 
wreck a few week s ago, 
when

Pey ton, whose home

Mau ds, O., was arrested at the 
time, when a q u antity of liq u or 
was said to hav e been fou nd in 
his wreck ed car. He has been in 
jail since the arrest, u nable to 
p rov ide bond. Arrangements are 
being made to tak e him to the 
state farm, where he will serv e 
his 180 day sentence. 
Willis Reddington, a comp an­ 
ion, who resides near Lewisv ille, 
has been fined $10 and costs on 
an intox ication charge, and the 
necessary committment for p ay ­ 
ment of the fine or go to jail for 
6 0 day s, has been made ou t in 
Ju stice Stech’s cou rt.

The world is now engaged in a 
race between war and 
p eace, 
according to Mrs. Carrie Chap ­ 
man Catt, famou s American p a­ 
cifist. 
“Prep arations and p rop agan­ 
da for war were nev er more v ig­ 
orou s, bu t the u niv ersal mov e­ 
ment for p eace is also strong 
and gaining momentu m,” Mrs. 
Catt told the United Press in an 
ex clu siv e interv iew today . 
“War has been a habit, cau sed 
by hot temp er, hate, greed, ri­ 
v alry and ambition,” she said. 
“Perp etu al 
u niv ersal 
p eace, 
howev er, is in the offing. 
“War is cau sed by the habit 
of settling disp u tes th at 
way . 
When I listed 257 cau ses alleged 
to hav e brou ght on the actu al 
wars of history , I p erceiv ed war 
has no other cau se ex cep t habit. 
“The one and only real cu re 
for war is a series of iron-clad 
treaty p ledges between civ ilized 
nations, binding 
them nev er 
again to mak e war for any p u r­ 
p ose, bu t to settle any and 
all 
differences by p eacefu l means. 
“There is a race, howev er, be­ 
tween treaties on one hand and 
war on the other, as to which 
one will beat the other to the 
goal,” she said. “Shou ld there 
ev er be another war it will be 
cau sed by economies riv alry , in­ 
stead of territorial conq u est. 
“There are some indiv idu al 
inv entors of war machines and 
ev en nations ju st dy ing for a 
chance to try ou t death-dealing 
dev ices.” 
Mrs. Catt said increasing the 
size and strength of the Ameri­ 
can Nav y , as recommended by 
Secretary of Nav y Wilbu r, is 
“ill-adv ised at this time when 
56 nations hav e p ledged them ­ 
selv es to find a way to p eace.” 
Mrs. Catt, here to attend the 
annu al meeting of the national 
committee on the cau se 
and 
cu re of war, declared disarm a­ 
m ent was nothing ov er which 
the nations shou ld nowT stru g-

Dr. and Mrs. Dy e were in the 
grou p which established the be­ 
ginning of the work at Bolenge 
in the Belgiu m Congo, one thou ­ 
sand miles inland 
from

west coast of Africa. 
Together 
with E. E. Faris who had p re­ 
ceded them, Dr. and Mrs. 
Dy e 
began work in Bolenge in 189 9 . 
They serv ed u ntil 19 07 
when 
Mrs. Dy e was comp elled to come 
home on 
accou nt of 
brok en 
health. 
Following this Dr. 
Dy e re­ 
tu rned for one term of serv ice 
on the foreign field alone. Hav ­ 
ing been attack ed by germs of 
sleep ing sick ness, he, too, 
was 
comp elled to retu rn from 
the 
field. Since th at time he 
has 
been a flaming torch for Africa 
all ov er America. 
Dr. Dy e was one of the p ion­ 
eers in attack ing the p roblem of 
sleep ing sick ness among the na­ 
tiv es in Central Africa. He and 
Mrs. Dy e also had mu ch to do 
with the ffirst work of redu cing 
the langu age to written 
form 
from the nativ e sp eak ing dia­ 
lect. 
For many y ears Dr. Dy e was 
the only doctor 
within 
1,100 
miles of the Congo riv er. 
The 
work at first was v ery difficu lt, 
and the influ ence of the witch­ 
doctor v ery strong. With 
Dr. 
Dy e’s medical science, howev er, 
he was able to ov ercome the ter­ 
ror of witchcraft and after fou r 
y ears the first conv erts 
were 
bap tized.

Now comes th e time of th e year wh en th e 
state au tomobile license department instru cts 
th e state police th at all Indiana mach ines mu st 
h ave new plates by th e first of Febru ary or be 
su bject to arrest. 
Th e same ru le was given ou t last year and 
years before, bu t th en for some reason or oth er 
extended. for fifteen., days. 
Newspapers 
th rou gh pu t th e state desiring to co-operate with 
th e state police gave th em all of th e pu blicity 
possible, bu t th en th e 15-day extension was 
granted. 
Su ch bu siness as th is on th e department of 
th e au tomobile license bu reau is all nonsense 
and u ncalled for. 
Th e newspapers are made 
th e “goat” along with th e state police. 
Th e statu te in Indiana does not allow any 
extension #of time, bu t sets ou t th at new plates 
sh all* be in u se on th e first day of Janu ary of 
each year. 
As it is, a bad precedent h as been 
establish ed in allowing six weeks before th e law 
is enforced. 
Th ere are 114 branch offices th at distribu te 
au tomobile licenses. It formerly was su ch th at 
plates h ad to be obtained directly from th e 
state h ou se so th at more time was requ ired, bu t 
now th ere sh ou ld be no excu se for any extension 
of time, as each branch office cou ld h andle all 
bu siness du ring th e month of December, and ar­ 
rests begin on th e first day of th e year.

The world is now engaged hi a 
race between war and peace, 
according to Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt, famous American pa- 
cifist. 
"Preparations and propagan- 


da for war were never more vig- 
orous, but the universal move- 
ment for peace is also strong 
and gaming momentum," Mrs. 
Catt told the United Press in an 
exclusive interview today. 


-War has been a habit, caused 


by hot temper, hate, greed, ri- 
valry and ambition," she said. 
Perpetual 
universal 
peace, 


however, is in the offing. 


"War is caused by the habit 


of settling disputes that way. 
When I listed 257 causes alleged 
to have brought on the actual 
wars of history, I perceived war 
has no other cause except habit. 


"The one and only real cure 


for war is a series of iron-clad 
treaty pledges between civilized 
nations, binding 
them never 


again to make war for any pur- 
pose, but to settle any and all 
differences by peaceful means. 


"There is a race, however, be- 


tween treaties on one hand and 
war on the other, as to which 
one will beat the other to the 
goal," she said. "Should there 
ever be another war it will be 
caused by economics rivalry, in- 
stead of territorial conquest. 


"There are some individual 


inventors of war machines and 
even nations just dying for a 
chance to try out death-dealing 
devices." 


Mrs. Catt said increasing the 


size and strength of the Ameri- 
can Navy, as recommended by 
Secretary of Navy Wilbur, is 
'ill-advised at this tune when 
56 nations have pledged them- 
selves to find a way to peace." 


Mrs. Catt, here to attend the 


annual meeting of the national 
committee on the cause and 
cure of war, declared disarma- 
ment was nothing over which 
the nations should now strug-

eers to attacking the problem of 
sleeping sickness among the na- 
ives to Central Africa. He and 
Mrs. Dye also had much to do 
with the first work of reducing 
he language to written form 
torn the native speaking dla- 
ect.

hotel the ship is wanned and 
lighted by electricity, which also 
serves to cook the food. One 
deck contains a dining-room 
with accommodation for 50 pas- 
sengers, kitchens, and two- and 
four-berth cabins. 


The dining-room can be con- 


verted into a dance hall, and 
spectators can be seated on 
lounges on a balcony above and 
be able to watch passengers 
dancing at an altitude of thous- 
ands of feet. Broadcast wireless 
and gramophones will provide 
the music. 


The safety of passengers Is a 


feature in the construction. The 
walls of the cabins consist of 
tough fabric and fireproof pa- 
per. Beds are made of duralu- 
min, a light and strong metal of 
which the vessel is built. 


Two wide verandahs round 


the entire circumference of this 
flying hotel, enclosed with slid- 
ing glass windows, are large 
enough to provide

—Killing of this year's winter 
wheat crop is due to strong dry 
winds and not to the intense 
cold, according to William A. 
Douglass, Bartholomew County 
Agent. 


Douglass has received many 


inquiries about the 
present 


slump in the wheat crop. He 
said farmers, favorably situat- 
ed, might curb the loss by put- 
ting a covering of straw or ma- 
nuer over the field. 


It was pointed out that the 


crop does not suffer nearly as 
much from the intense cold as 
it does from the dry winds 
sweeping over the fields. 


'•The wind, blowing over the 


field while the ground is con- 
stantly frozen, drys up 
the 


moisture, thereby 
killing the 


wheat," Douglass1 said. 


"A light covering of snow or 


straw would protect the wheat 
from the winds and cold. Conse- 
quently, a top dressing of straw 
or manure would prevent winter 
killing. Thus, further prevention 
of damage might save the crop." 


Douglass said 
the use of 


straw, however, is attended with 
the danger of continuing last 
year's diseases and pests, but is 
not serious. 


He recommended manure for 


the better crop, adding, that it 
would not only shield, moisten 
and give strength to the soil, 
but would kill diseases and in- 
sects of the soil, thereby making 
probable a better crop.

In 
the remaining ten Cantons there 
have been only seven executions 
during the past forty years. 


Eight states in the 
United 


States have abolished it. 


Italy abolished the death pen- 


alty in 1889, but owing to the 
frequent attempts against the 
life of Mussolini, it was reintro- 
duced this year. It can only be 
passed, however, for 
attacks 


against the King and his chief 
Minister. 


Russia has abolished the death 


penalty in cases of murder. It is 
still imposed, however, for ra- 
pine and for political offenses.

In Germany, 
the 
Judicial 


Commitee of the Reichstag have 
for many months been discus- 
sing an abolition bin promoted 
by influential lawyers and cri- 
minologists.
